Census bureau, shows that as the deaths from 
other causes except heart diseases, have 
decreased, those from cancer, have risen until 
this disease is now listed as the second haz- 
ard to life. In 1900 cancer was reported as the 
cause of death in 63 per 100,000 cases, in 


1927, the rate rose to 96 per 100,000 cases. 
The mortality from cancer rises sharply after 
35 and thus is a most important cause of 
death among those who should be at their 
greatest productivity. 

Dr. Herbert L. Lombard, Director of the 
Division of Adult Hygiene, of the State De- 
partment of Public Health, states that we 
have a little more cancer in Massachusetts 
than elsewhere in this country. We also have 
greater facilities for the control of cancer in 
the Massachusetts State-Aided Cancer Clin 
ics and the Cancer hospital at Pondville. 

Obstacles to the best efforts of the doctor 
and the Cancer Clinic are lack of sound 
information or apathy on the part of the 
public at large, for early accessible cancer be 
cured, 

“Periodic Physical Examination” and 
being alert for the signs that may herald 
cancer between examinations, is our best bet 
against dying of cancer. 

lhe vital and increasing importance of the 
cancer problem is evident from these official 
figures. 

Since anyone may have cancer, it is every 
body’s duty to help in its control and there 
should be neither fear nor shame in discussing 
it. 

The tiniest lump that persists, or any sore 
that does not heal, or irregular bleeding not 
accounted for, should be looked upon as 
suspicions of cancer, and a doctor or clinic 
visited at once.

Church’s Vast Property 

The ‘Trinity church tract, in New 
York city, contained about 52 acres 
and was variously known as the 
King’s farm, the Duke's farm and the 
Queen's farm. Van Twiller, the Duteh 
governor of New Amsterdam, sold this 
tract In 1636 to Roelof Jans and by 
his will it beenme the property of his 
wife, Anneke. She died tn 1668, leavy- 
ing elght children, al! of whom but 
one, Cornelius Bogardus, in March, 
1670, executed an Instrument known 
as a “transport” conveying the prop- 
erty to Jol.

; A great deal of research work has been done 
in the past four or five years with the small 
home refrigerator. The container into which 
ice was Pt was a matter of small moment to 
most of us when we purchased our first 
“ice box”. More often than not we were 
influenced by price and here as in everything 
else we got exactly what we paid for. 

There are three very important items in 
connection with refrigerators that would be 
well for us to consider, 

The first is insulation, A refrigerator to be 
able to keep food well must have some in 
sulation in its walls. The heat of the air out- 
side the refrigerator must be kept outside and 
the only known method of doing this is by 
putting some insulating material in the walls. 
Refrigerator Manufacturers are using several 
good insulating materials. Cork board is a 
very good insulator and allows very little 
heat to pass through it.

BEST CURE FOR UNEMPLOYMENT 


Big Public Works Program Should Help 
Employment Underlying Problem Only 
Solved by Industry Itself 


Babson Park, Massachusetts, April 11, 
1930, Estimates vary as to how many men 
and women are actually out of work. Some 
authorities say 3,000,000; others 5,000,000, 
Whatever the actual figure, which cannot be 
accurately determined, the employment 
situation is admittedly serious. In_ past 
periods of business reaction, however, it has 
often been true that the peak of unemploy- 
ment was reached after business had gone 
through the worst of its depression, and had 
turned slightly upward. There is always a 
certain leeway. Business concerns can get 
along on reduced f time even 
though an upturn in their operations begins 
to be noticeable. It requires time to take up 
the slack. Unemployment today is like a man 
who is lying flat on his back—he has only 
one way to look and that is upward. Perhaps 
we are experiencing another case of deepest 
darkness just before the dawn

I believe the big road building and public 
works program, sponsored by the Federal 
Gorvernment, and now being pushed by 
state and local officials, will help conditions 
considerably this summer. The building 
trades have been particularly hard hit 
Relief of unemployment there would tend to 
ease up the situation all around. This does 
not mean that we are going right ahead into 
booming employment. The process will be 
slow, for there are many very rough spots to 
be smoothed out. 


What worries me, however, is the growing 
tendency to depend principally on the Govern- 
ment for relief of unemployment. Really this 
is a problem for industry and can only be 
permanently solved by industry itself. For 
example, there was recently introduced in the 
Senate a resolution calling for $50,000,000 to 
be distributed as a cash dole to the unem 
ployed. England’s disastrous experience with 
Government dole ought to prove clearly to 
the United States that such a method is 
futile as a solution of unemployment. Rather 
it aggravates unemployment by making men 
less anxious to work. Far better to put that 
$50,000,000 into public construction where it 
will provide work for many idle men. Pushing 
public works to provide employment is a 
necessary and legitimate way the Govern- 
ment can help, but when it comes to the 
question of doling out Government charity, 
that is both uneconomic and un-American, 
The American workman does not want 
charity; all he wants is a chance to work! jg 


How Industry Can Help 

I have said that this is essentially a prob 
lem for industry. Industrial leaders must 
solve it if it is to be solved at all. “ But,” it is 
asked, “how can manufacturers employ 
more men when the state of their business 
does not require them?” No one expects a 
manufacturer to pay wages out of his own 
pocket. That would be just as much charity 
as a Government dole, On the other hand, the 
careful planning of production as much as a 
year ahead is possible in some lines, and it is 
being accomplished by certain important 
firms. Elimination of seasonal unemployment 
by better planning so as to afford year round 
work has been proven practical. Business 
depressions, of course, put a distinct strain 
on these methods of planning work ahead, 
but where such plans have been firmly estab 
lished and carefully worked out they are 
standing the test of the present period very 
well. 


Moreover, it is to the great credit of Ameri 
can business men that they have been very 
loathe to cut wages in this period of stress, 
and that they have kept their forces as fully 
employed as possible. Even in many cases 
where the actual volume of business scarcely 
justifies it, many concerns have kept their 
forces employed. Sentiment, patriotism, and 
sound business reasons have prompted such 
action. What is needed, however, is a perma 
nent program for the relief of unemployment. 
Ihe present period is merely one of those 
peaks of unemployment that occur once 
every few years. The problem is bigger than 
the present. Any program laid out must take 
into account a tendency in this country to 


create a permanent class of unemployed 
through machine production, While we may 
be now seeing the worst of unemployment for 
this present pe riod, mere emergency measures 
of relief will not eliminate the long term 
influences that are at work er”

Ice keeps a perfect 
condition of moisture in the air in a good 
refrigerator. Moisture is the best absorbent 
of ordors which contain yeasts, moulds and 
bacteria. As the moisture in the air absorbs 
the odors in a refrigerator and comes in 
contact with the ice, the temperature of the 
air is lowered by having the heat taken out 
of it. The temperature of the air as it is 
lowered of course affects the moisture in it. 
This moisture is condensed, forms water and 
runs down the drainpipe and carries with it 
all the impurities that it has picked up in its 
passage over the food. More often than not 
the reason for the drain pipe “sliming” is due 
to the fact that there are being deposited 
millions of tiny bacteria in one form or an- 
other, in this drain pipe. A good refrigerator, 
having proper air circulation should have this 
condition and in so doing proves that the 
refrigerator is efficient and in good working 
ortler.

Consider what happens to the workers in 
brick plants when one machine can make 
10,000 bricks an hour whereas in the old days 
the whole production of a plant with a force 
of men was far less than that in a day. It used 
to take 49 coal shovelers to fire the boilers of 
one plant of a big paper company, but three 
men now do that work by turning valves to 
feed oil to the burners. The new teletype- 
setter makes it possible for one man to set 
type in over 100 cities. The talking movies 
with synchronized music have taken the 
place of 10,000 movie house musicians. In the 
utility plants automatic mechanism allows 
one man to operate a complete electric dis 
tributing station from a point several miles 
distant. In agriculture the same thing is 
taking place. Power machinery makes it 
possible to raise an acre of corn or wheat with 
only one-quarter as much labor as before 
Instances can be cited without number to 
show how men are being displaced by ma 
chines. Of course, these same machines are 
lowering the cost of goods and hence tending 


to lower the cost of living, but they are at the 
ame time increasing produc tion faster than 
our domestic purchasing power can absorb it 
What is needed is a wider distribution of 


work and hence a wider diversification of 
purchasing power. Remember that machines 
can make goods but machines cnanot buy 
goods! Only workmen can do that. The more 
workers there are the better for business. One 
man getting $100 a week will not buy as 
much clothing, sho ind food as two men 
even though the two men each may be getting 
only $50 a week. The $100 man will naturally 
ave a considerable portion of his wages and 
these savings will go into the building up of 
larger industrial capacity and thus increase 
production still further. One millionaire can 
wear out at most only four suits of clothes a 
year, but 100,000 workers can wear out at 
least 20,000 suits. What a difference that 
makes to the clothing business! It is, of 
course, the same with everything we buy. 


Therefore, it is essential to the prosperity 
of the country that work be spread out over 
as great a number as possible, and that wages 
be maintained at as high levels as is con- 
sistent with reasonable business profits. If the 
shorter work week will help to do this it will 
eventually be adopted on a wider scale. So far 
the five day week has come mainly in the 
building trades. Only about two per cent of 
our factory workers are on the five day 
schedule and 80 per cent of these are in the 
Ford plants. There are, nevertheless, about 
270 individual firms operating on a five day 
basis, and the majority of them are satisfied 
with it. The trend is slowly but steadily in the 
direction of the shorter work week. It may 
never be applied to all kinds of industry. 
Some lines because of the peculiar nature of 
their business may not find it practical. 
However, in the last analysis, wider distribu- 
tion of work, of wealth, and of leisure for 
spending is the only permanent cure for 
unemployment.

AGRICULTURAL SCHOOL NOTES 

Pasture fertilization in Massachusetts in 
1929 returned a net profit of $8.42 per acre 
on 14 farms. The average cost of the fertilizer 
per acre was $11.53. Fertilized grass grazed 
or cut early analyzed over 20 per cent in 
protein while unfertilized grass showed but 
13 per cent. Besides, fertilized grass was 
higher in minerals, nearly double the un- 
fertilized. 

Why Improve Pastures? 

Ralph W. Donaldson, Agronomy Specialist 
at Massachusetts Agricultural college, in an 
address given recently on Farmers’ day at the 
Essex county agricultural school mentioned 
the following reasons why dairymen in 
general should fertilize their pastures: 
1. It permits earlier grazing, thus reducing 
grain costs. 2. It increases both quality and 
quantity of pasture feed. 3. It increases the 
protein and feed value of the pasture. 4. It 
increases the mineral content of the grass, 
insuring the stock against mineral deficiency, 


elongated toes, nutritional abortion, etc. 
5. It replaces moss, sweet fern, etc., with 
nutritious and desirable grasses. 6. The 


cows are the “hired man”. They harvest 
their own hay and thus cut down labor costs.

Attribute of Socrates 

Socrates was a of the 
school of hard knocks who learned 
to talk by talking and to preach what 
he had himself practiced. 

His two main ts were self- 
control and self-kni Ive, and here 
the stories about him are quite con- 
sistent. When he made with 
people of means he could enjoy their 
luxuries. He Aristophanes 
at Agathon’s banquet, but generally 
preferred not drink much 
lest he might think too little. He be- 
lleved In temperance, and when made 
symposiarch, or leader of the feast, 
he called for “little cups.” 

Good food he enjoyed, but he could 
endure the poor cooking of his wife. 
The same with During the 
campaign at Potidea, when others 
were clad in sheepskins and furs, he 
walked barefoot on the snow. But 
unlike many moral reformers Socrates 
did not insist that what he did was 
the only thing to do. 

If the Greeks had smoked tobacco 
he would not he belonged to the 
Anti-Nicotine league. No, his doc- 
trine of self-control seemed to be this: 
“IT can do with, and I can do without, 
and I trust that you can do the same.” 
Or, as he put the matter when present 
at the fair: “How many things there 
are which I do not need.’—W 0od- 
bridge Riley In “Men and Morals.” 
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Nothing to Distinguish 
Murderer From Others 


It has been discovered that only two 
per cent of the murderers in New 
York in the past fifteen years have 
been fat men, and that the most ghast- 
ly crimes are usually committed there 
by those who are devoid of vitamines, 
One of the most famous murderers In 
the world, Charles Peace, was de- 
scribed by a counsel who once defend- 
ed him as “a small, spare man, clean- 
shaven, with a very prominent chin, 
which he could so distort as to make 
himself unrecognizable.” The police 
description of him issued at the time 
was: “Thin and slightly built, 5ft. 4in, 
high, grey (nearly white) hair, beard, 
and whiskers.’ Crippen was spare of 
chest, narrow of shoulder, meager in 
height, and devoid of muscle, with pro- 
truding eyeballs which gave his face 
a meaningless stare, Scotland Yard 
was asked about the Cassius type, but 
no encouragement was given to the 
New York theory. “My experience is,” 
said an official, “that murderers have 
few characteristics to distinguish them 
from the ordinary men you meet in 
the street, train, or omnibus,” 


Curling Requires Skill 
The game of curling Is played on a 
rink marked out on the fee, with 
large, smooth stones to which han- 
dies are fixed.
